All Poppies, Wreaths, etc , distributed in 
the Poppy Campaign are manufactured 
by disabled soldiers in “Vetcraft” Shc ps 
or, in some instances, by disabled soldiers 


and their dependents at home, under the 


Department of Pensions and National 
Health. 


The custom of wearing the poppy as the 
Flower of Remembrance” has continued 
in Canada since 1923. 


The Cans«dianLegion undertakes annually 
the distribution of these Poppies, Wreaths, 
etc., throughout the whole of the Domin- 
ion. 

The National Distribution is cartied out 
through the medium of tie Canadian Le- 
gions’ Dominion and Provincial Com- 
mands, who are charged with the duty to 
see that, so far as possible, che Message of 
the Poppy is carried to all sections,classes, 
and communities in Canada. 


The prices charged by the Legion are bas- 
ed on cost plus the necessary expense 


entailed in national distribution, plus a 
reasonable margin to coyer risk of loss, 
tor which the Canadian Legion must as- 
sume responsibility under its contract 
with the Dominion Government. 


Any monies remaining in the hands of 
Dominion or Provincial Commands upon 
completion of distribution are applied to 
the maintenance of Canadian Legion 
Service Work, which is carried on by 
the Legion for the benefit of all Cana- 
dian ex-Service men and women through- 
out Canada, whether members of the 
Legion or not. 


The entire proceeds of the monies con- 
tributed by the public for poppies are 
spent for relief or other essential assist- 
ance to &x-Service men and women. 


The task of nation-wide distribution of 
these Sacred Emblems is one of great 
magnitude. The twofold objective, Re- 
membrance of the Glorious Deed and 
practical assistance to the Living, is most 
worthy. 


While doing its utmost to assist in Canada’s present war effort, the Canadian Legi. 
on must continue to help necessitious victims of the Great War 1914-18. So join

Do we realize that Canada is 
diedained to take a very promin- 
ent and responsible part in sup- 
plying munitions, food and train 
ed specialists, 

It does not seem probable that 
we will be called upon to supply 
thousands of shock troops as in 
the last war, conditions haye 
changed. But we should remem- 
ber that this is far more a 
citizen’a war than the last, we 
are all on active service as never 
before. Farmers particularly 
should be prepared to assist with 
out expectation of profit, 

Note that Australia has com- 
pulsory military training for 
home defence, why? We live in 
a very desirable and thinly pop- 
ulated couuatry, that condition 
should be warning enough and 
our uncles arid vousins acroes the 
line may have trouble enough 
of their own. 

The conclusion 1s that the 
Dominions raust be prepared to 
take a greater part in their own 
defence and not depend so much 
asin the past on the Old land
